DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-5, there is no prior art of record that teaches A liquid crystal display device 
comprising a polymer-stabilized blue phase liquid crystal sandwiched between a pair of 
clear substrates, wherein the polymer-stabilized blue phase liquid crystal comprises a 
low molecular weight liquid crystal that allows a blue phase to appear between a 
cholesteric phase and an isotropic phase and a polymer network formed in the low 
molecular weight liquid crystal, and an electrical field is applied parallel to the 
substrates. 

Miyachi US 2005/015192 teaches a blue phase LC however fails to teach the the 
polymer-stabilized blue phase liquid crystal comprises a low molecular weight liquid 
crystal that allows a blue phase to appear between a cholesteric phase and an isotropic 
phase and a polymer network formed in the low molecular weight liquid crystal. 

Ozawa US 2006/0170846 teaches a liquid crystal display device comprising a 
polymer-stabilized blue phase liquid crystal sandwiched between a pair of clear 
substrates, wherein the polymer-stabilized blue phase liquid crystal comprises a low 
molecular weight liquid crystal that allows a blue phase to appear between a cholesteric 
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phase and an isotropic phase and a polymer networl< formed in the low molecular 
weight liquid crystal, and an electrical field is applied parallel to the substrates, however 
is excluded by date as prior art.
